The 
price of coal is now' four tim es as 
high as it was tw enty years ago.

“It will be adm itted by everyone 
that we have been extravagant in 
the usage of our fuel. I tru st that 
rvery teacher in th© state of Ok­ 
lahoma will agree with 
me that 
th© schools can do much to combat j 
this particular line of extravagance,.
